Io the past few d ay s there has been 
more telephone talk in this oity than 
any time since the installation of the 
inv ention. 
Had ev ery bod y who talked 
d ropped in a nickle, as they d o in the 
largsr cities, the company wou ld now 
be ind epend ently rich, bnt as it was 
v ery little of it went ov er the wires. 
The telephone gossip started ov er 
the word passed arou nd to the effect 
of the officials were try ing to gobble 
Tip a m ajority of the shares of stock. 
I t has been alleged that some of the 
officers d epreciated the v alne of the 
•stock by d eclaring it to be of little 
v alae, and then bou ght it for a song. 
A gain it has been said the stock was 
worth 
mu ch |m ore 
than the pu blic 
realized , and that in tim e the plant 
was going to prov e to be another El 
Dorad o or Bell Telephone company , 
on a small scale. 
From the best of information to be 
tiad , all of these allegations seem to 
be u ntru e and w ithou t fou nd ation for 
tru th. 
Accord ing to the books of the 
company , the largest share hold er lias 
bu t fifteen shares of stock, and accord 
ing to the by -laws of the organization, 
a share hold er can v ote bnt three shares 
of stock, no m atter if he owned a 
hu nd red . 
Control of the plant wou ld almost 
be impossible, for to 
hav e 
it one 
wou ld 
hav e to 
own two hu nd red 
« hares of stock, and there are bu t fou r 
hu nd red issu ed . 
A nother good ind ication that the 
gossip is of the “ w ild -gu sh” v ariety 
is the fact that the 
v ery same men 
who are accu sed of try ing to “ hog*’ 
the plant hav e d isposed of, in 
the 
last six months or a y ear, ov er half of 
the stock they prev iou sly owned . 
And su ppose three or fou r parties 
wou ld ev entu ally absorb the pl a nt : 
the y wou ld hav e no assu rance that the 
Bell telephone wou ld not get in here. 
As it is now, pu blic sentim ent is d e­ 
cid ed ly against su ch a mov e, and a l­ 
way s will be as long as the company 
is composed of a large nu mber of ou r 
citizens. 
Some d ay the proposition may prov e 
to be a corking good inv estment, bu t 
a t present, the company is in d ebt for 
ov er forty thou sand d ollars, and no 
bod y seems a nx iou rto hold their stock, 
•especially 
if 
they 
bou ght 
sev eral 
« hares for an inv estment. 
Valu es on 
« u ch stocks are first gov erned by the 
intrinsic v alu e of the plant and then 
by the d emand . 
N either d emand or 
tru e v alu e has cau sed the stock to 
take a flight. 
Mislead ing statements 
hav e cau sed m any people to hav e an 
ex aggerated id ea of the v alu e of the 
« tock. 
The fact that the largest hold ­ 
e r s —and 
they 
hav e comparativ ely 
« mall hold ings—will, 
and hav e sold 
t he ir stock at par (for twenty -fiv e and 
thirty d ollars per share) giv es ev i­ 
d ence of this. 
It is u nd erstood that one of the d i­ 
rectors, who is said to be behind all of 
the “ noise” at the present time, once 
mad e a proposition to one or two d i ­ 
rectors to “ Law sonize” the company . 
I t was at the time the reserv e two hu n­ 
d re d shares were to be floated . 
It is 
claimed he proposed that the d irectors 
take ov er the two hu nd red shares by 
the “ w a ter” rou te, 
w ithou t pu tting 
np any m oney ; bu t this d id not meet 
w ith fav or, and the su rplu s amou nt of 
stock to be sold was offered to the old 
stockhold ers, 
if they cared to bu y . 
F or m onths a great am ou nt of it re ­ 
m ained u nsold . 
At best it appears as if it is u nbe­ 
coming an official to make charges on 
the street and throu gh the med iu m of 
the press, when a pu blic good i a at 
« take. 
It there has been any shad y 
or crooked 
work, 
let the d irectors 
know of it in a legitim ate and bu siness 
way , by formal charges being preferr­ 
e d . and not stoop to hav ing it come

“ Talk abou t fire fighting,” said an 
Arlington citizen y esterd ay , in speak 
ing of the Gu s Smith fire Su nd ay 
“ we hav e an u norganized d epartment 
of v olu nteers that wou ld pu t Oapt. 
Hale and his heroes to shame when it 
comes to pu tting ou t a fire. 
We hav e 
an u nw ritten law to pu t ou t the fire 
regard less of the d amage we d o other 
wise. 
Take 
S u nd ay ’s fire 
for 
i n­ 
stance. 
Most ot the d amage was d one 
by cu tting a hole in the roof and lite r­ 
ally soaking the place with 
w ater; 
bu t we pu t it ou t. 
If it had been 
my property I wou ld hav e said : ‘Go 
on ahead , tear in, boy s.’ 
So y ou see 
ev ery bod y 
u nd erstand s it. 
When a 
fire breaks ou t we hav e pu t one pu r ­ 
pose in v iew ; pu tting ou t the flames 
at any cost. 
We c a n’t afford to d o 
otherwise, becau se we cou ld n’t hand le 
a big fire, and we d on’t mean to take 
any chances on letting one get a good 
head way for the sake of sav ing the 
plaster on a ceiling.” 


In his report to the State su perint­ 
end ent, Cou nty Su perintend ent W. O. 
Head lee giv es some interesting infor­ 
mation in regard to the Ru sh cou nty 
schools. 
The report shows that ^twenty -fou r 
schools hav e been aband oned in this 
cou nty and two more are d oomed to go 
nex t y ear, as they now hav e twelv e 
pu pils or less. 
There are three schools which hav e 
fifteen or less and it is only ] a m atter 
of a shbrt time u ntil they will be 
aband oned . 
There were sev en schools 
aband oned this y ear becaase the re ­ 
qu ired nu m ber of twelv e was not e n­ 
rolled . 
There are at present elev en consoli­ 
d ated schools and sev enteen wagons 
are u sed to transport pu pils. 
Each 
wagon is ru n at a cost of | 2 . 19 per 
d ay . m aking a cost of $37 .13 per d ay 
to transport 28 3 pu pils. 
The interu rban cars transport fou r 
pu pils each d ay and 74 are transported 
by priv ate conv ey ances. 
The 
total 
nu mber of pu pils transported in Ru sh 
cou nty is 36 3. 
The school sy stem in 
Ru sh cou nty is better at present than 
it has ev er been in the history of 
the cou nty .

AT THE LAST DITCH 


Gen. Sto essel’s Trial Has Pro ­ 


ceeded to Its Final 


Stages. 


ECHO OF RUSSO-JAP WAR 


ffhe 3 1an o n W ho se Sho ulders th e Fate 
o f P o rt A rthur H asted F acin g 
Stern M ilitary Co urt. 


P en alty Fo r C o nv lc io n o f the C harg e 
* 
C o nfro nting Sto essel and H is 
A sso ciates Is D eath. 


St. Petersburg, Dec. 10.—The final j 
stage o f the co urtm artial o f Lieuten­ 
ant General Sto essel began in this city 
to day . 
There have been pro tracted 
delay s in taking the testim o ny in the 
far East, but no w this m aterial is in 
o rder and pro ceedings will go ahead 
rapidly . 
General Sto essel is accused 
o f having surrendered the fo rtress at 
Po rt A rthur befo re he had ex hausted 
all the reso urces o f defense. The pun­ 
ishm ent fo r this, under the Russian 
co de, is death. 
He is to be tried also o n the charge 
o f lacking initiative and with having 
ex ceeded his po wers. 
General Fo ck 
and General Reiss are co -defendants 
with him. 
The first is accused o f hav­ 
ing co nspired in the surrender o f the 
fo rtress, and the seco nd with having 
ex ecuted the o rder o f surrender. Gen­ 
eral Smirno ff, General Sto essel’s mo st 
bitter enemy , is to be tried o n a mino r 
co unt. 
The co urt is co mpo sed o f nine 
generals under the presidency o f Vice 
Admiral Do ubasso ff. 
It includes Gen­ 
erals Kuro patkin, Bilderling, My lo ff 
and o thers. 
General Gursky will be 
Judge advo cate. 
General Sto essel is 
being defended by Deputy Sy rtlano ff 
and Co lo nel Veliamo ff. 
The basis o f 
the indictm ent is practically identical 
with th at set fo rth in the secret repo rt 
o f the defense o f Po rt Arthur, made 
by General Smirno ff. 
The trial is ex ­ 
citing the mo st intense interest in 
arm y circles. 
General Sto essel is in a pitiable 
state o f ex citem ent and the do cto rs 
are apprehensive o f the effect upo n 
the veteran o fficer, who has suffered 
two paraly tic stro kes since the fall o f 
the fo rtress. 
The general said to day 
that he was glad th at the trial was 
co ming to a clo se. 
He ex pects to be 
fully rehabilitated. 
The indictm ents against Generals 
Sto essel, Reiss, Fo ck and Smirno ff are 
full o f side lights o n the final stages 
o f the siege o f the fo rtress, and o n the 
co nfusio n which ex isted in the direc­ 
tio n o f the defense o wing to the am ­ 
biguo us po sitio n o f General Smirno ff. 
No minally this general held the chief 
co mmand o f the fo rtress, but actually 
he was supplanted by General Sto es­ 
sel, who was little 
mo re than the 
mo uthpiece o f General Fo ck. 
Befo re co mmunicatio n with P o rt Ar­ 
thur was finally cut o ff General Kuro ­ 
patkin bo th telegraphed and wro te to 
General Sto essel, instructing him to 
hand o ver the co mmand o f the fo rtress 
to General Smirno ff and rejo in the 
M anchurian army . 
General Sto essel 
did no t fo llo w these instructio ns. 
On 
the co ntrary he remained at Po rt Ar­ 
thur and arro gated to himself the su­ 
preme autho rity . 
General 
Smirno ff 
fo und his hands co mpletely tied. 
His 
suggestio ns were igno red, his o rders 
co untermanded, and his subo rdinates 
received direct o rders fro m General 
Sto essel, 
witho ut any 
reference 
to 
himself. 
Much o f the evidence at the 
preliminary inquiry turned 011 the alle­ 
gatio ns against General Sto essel o f 
military incapacity , lack o f fo resight in 
regard to co llectio n o f fo o d supplies, 
and failure to m ake the best use o f bis 
tro o ps by pro viding them with ade­ 
quate ratio ns. 
At a military co uncil 
held o n Dec. 7 the fo o d co nditio n was 
tho ro ughly canvassed, and the first 
idea o f surrender was fo rmulated in 
General Sto ssel s nam e 
by General 
Reiss, chief o f staff. 
This pro po sal 
was rejected by the co uncil. 
A week 
later 
General 
Fo ck 
was 
appo inted 
chief o f the land defenses in succgs- 
Bio n to General Ko ndratenko , who had 
been killed. 
General Fo ck is co nsid­ 
ered to be respo nsible fo r the evacua­ 
tio n o f vitally im po rtant fo rts between 
Dec. IS and Jan. 1, and the evidence 
o n this po int is inco ntro vertible. 
The last m ilitary co uncil befo re the 
capitulatio n was held at Po rt A rthur 
o n the evening o f Dec. 29 . The co uncil 
vo ted 19 to 3 in favo r o f ho lding o ut to 
the last ex tremity . 
General Sto essel 
to o k no active part in the discussio n, 
but General Reiss, who recited a num ­ 
ber o f reaso ns fo r surrender, undo ubt­ 
edly spo ke o n his behalf. 
The mo st sensatio nal part o f the in­ 
dictments relate to the immediate cir­ 
cumstances o f the capitulatio n. 
On 
Jan. 1 the day after the evacuatio n o f 
the “Eagle’s N est” and o ther po ints, 
General Sto essel sent Lieutenant Mal- 
chenko with a letter to General No gi, 
pro po sing to enter into nego tiatio ns 
fo r the surrender o f the fo rtress. Gen­ 
erals Reiss and Fo ck appeared to have 
been the o nly superio r o fficers co gni­ 
sant o f General Sto essel’s intentio n to 
capitulate. 
The news o f the dispatch 
o f this letter, w'hen it came o ut three 
ho urs later, caused great indignatio n 
amo ng the generals 
and 
admirals. 
So me o f them pro tested by telegraph 
to Admiral Alex ieff and General Kuro ­ 
patkin. 
Admiral Wiren deno unced General 


Reiss as a traito r. The same day Gen­ 
eral Sto essel sent his much-co mment­ 
ed telegram to the empero r, beginning 
with the wo rds: 
“Great So vereign, 
fo rgive us. 
We have do ne every thing 
within hum an limits. 
Judge us, but 
judge us mercifully .“ 
General Reiss was given full po wer 
by General Sto essel in the final nego ­ 
tiatio ns. 
Sto essel did no t bid farewell 
to the tro o ps when they m arched o ut 
o f the fo rtress after the surrender. He 
retained fo r his o wn use ten o f the 
eighteen carts placed by the victo rs at 
the dispo sal o f the Russian wo men in 
Po rt Arthur. 
His o nly so licitude, wit­ 
nesses have affirmed, was fo r his o Wn 
baggage. 
It will be the duty o f the 
co urtm artial to determ ine w hether the 
capitulatio n o f Po rt A rthur o n Jan. 1 
wras justified acco rding to Russian mil­ 
itary co des and ethics. 
There were 
pro bably so me 17,000 fighting men left 
at the time o f the surrender. 
The 
sick and wo unded num bered abo ut 15,- 
000 . 
There is evidence to pro ve th at in 
the m atter o f pro visio ns Po rt A rthur 
co uld easily have held o ut ano ther 
mo nth, and the reserves o f am m uni­ 
tio n, bo th artillery and rifle, wo uld 
have sufficed fo r even *o ngc-r than this. 
The garriso n had 300 effective guns 
when the fo rtress w'a3 surrendered. 
The standpo int taken 
t y Generals 
Sto essel, Reiss and Fo ck is that the 
fate o f Po rt A rthur was sealed with 
the capture o f the “ Eagle s Nest,” and 
two o ther po sitio ns by the Japanese; 
that every po int rem aining in 
the 
hands o f the Russians wras ;\po sed to 
the Japanese fire, and that the so - 
called seco nd and third lines o f de­ 
fense were abso lutely valueless 
Generals Sto essel, Reiss and Fo ck 
all po ssess the St. Geo rge’s o rder fo r 
valo r, w'hieh co rrespo nds to the Vic­ 
to ria cro ss in the British army .

mine o w ners’ asso ciatio n have po sted 
no tices thro ugho ut the camp no tify ing 
the miners o f the tim e o f the reo pen­ 
ing o f the mines, and asking tho se who 
will reno unce all allegiance to the 
W estern Federatio n and the Industrial 
W o rkers o f the Wo rld to apply fo r po ­ 
sitio ns in the mines. 
A new' scale o f 
wages to be decided upo n will be po st­ 
ed also , and the statem ent made that 
unless the m erchants o f Go ldfield lo w­ 
er the prices no w' m aintained o n the 
necessities o f life, the asso ciatio n will 
at o nce establish a general sto re and 
furnish every thing necessary at prices 
abo ut 30 per cent lo w'er than the pres­ 
ent.

Old Point Comfort, Va., Dec. 10.— 
When the double-starred flag of blue: 
emblem of the commander-in-chief of 
the Pacific-bound battleship fleet, was 
flung to the breeze from the main 
truck of the battleship Connecticut 
Rear Admiral Robley D. Evans formal 
ly assumed his p osition as leader of 
the g reatest naval movement in the 
history of the American p eop le. 
The 
full fleet, which is to sail next Monday, 
is now assembled in Hamp ton Roads. 
The sixteen g reat fig hting machines 
ordered to skirt the southernmost end 
of all America and inaug urate a new 
naval era in the Pacific ocean, are dis­ 
p osed in two long lines, leading in a 
crescent which 
beg ins just off Old 
Point p ier and p oints toward Norfolk. 
The Connecticut, which lies scarcely 
more than a stone’s throw from the 
p ier, heads the column nearest shore. 
Next to her is her sister ship , the 
Louisiana, the champ ion hard-hitting , 
fast-firing vessel of her class, and then 
in turn come the Kansas and the Ver­ 
mont, all reg istering 16 ,000 tons and 
belted with steel that is rated well 
nig h imp reg nable. These four vessels 
comp ose the first division of the first 
squadron of the fleet and are the p er­ 
sonal charg es of Rear Admiral Evans. 
The second division in the first squad­ 
ron is made up of the Georg ia, Vir­ 
g inia, New Jersey , Rhode Island and 
Minnesota. The flag of Rear Admiral 
Wrilliam H. Emory , in command of the 
division, 
floats from 
the Georg ias 
truck. The Maine, Ohio and the Mis­ 
souri comp ose the third division of 
the fleet, and in the fourth division are 
the Alabama, flag ship of Rear Admiral 
Sp erry , the Illinois, the Kcarsarg e and 
the Kentucky . 
The two long lines of battleship s, 
flanked on either side by vessels of 
the auxiliary fleet, p resent a notable 
p icture and add one more imp ressing 
naval event to the history of Virg inia s 
fg ir-famed roadstead, where the battle 
of the Monitor and the Merrimac 
thrilled the world and set a new stan­ 
dard for future navies to build by. 
Crowds of sig htseers from all p arts of 
the country are assembled here to wit­ 
ness the final p rep arations and the 
dep arture of the fleet.

Terre Hau te, Ind., Dec. 10.—W hen 
State Mine Inspector Epperson and his 
depu ties were in Terre H au te condu ct­ 
ing the examination of applicants for 
licenses as mine bosses, fire bosses 
and stationary engineers, they com­ 
pared notes and fou nd that since the 
new law went into effect last April 
providing for the fu rther safegu arding 
of life at and in the mines, 300 arrests 
had been made, and a large majority 
of these were for violation of the 
clau ses wrhich make requ irem ents on 
the operator. 
In the first few weeks the miners 
ignored the new requ irem ents as to 
firing explosives and miners were a r­ 
rested in grou ps, bu t the men are rare­ 
ly fou nd gu ilty now. 
Under the new law not a life has 
been lost from^ the handling of pow- 
der, opening kegs, firing shots, etc. 
The death toll formerly ran as high 
as ten a year from carelessness with 
powder. The sanitary condition of the 
mines has been improved, and opera­ 
tors no longer pu t off an inspector 
with a promise and do nothing after 
he has gone. 
Inspector Epperson says the addi­ 
tional inspectors have made it possible 
to visit all mines, and the new law 
gives the inspector au thority to close 
a mine u ntil it is pu t in condition to 
comply with the law. 
It is believed 
that the 300 prosecu tions since April 
is a greater nu m ber than in all preced­ 
ing years since coal was first mined in 
Indiana.

Cactu s for breakfast,, cactu s and cel­ 
ery for lu nch and cactu s with a few- 
nu ts and a little celery for dinner. 
To the u ninitiated this diet appears 
u ninviting enou gh, bu t to Dr. Leon El­ 
bert Landone of Los Angeles, Cab, w ho 
is determined to prove the nu tritive 
properties of the cactu s, the menu pre­ 
sents no u npleasant aspect, says a Los 
Angeles (Cal.) special dispatch to the 
New York Times. 
Dr. Landone, a stenographer au d a 
secretary recently began a “tw o w eeks’ 
endu rance test” on cactu s. They have 
eaten nothing bu t the fru it and leaves 
of this plant with a little celery, let­ 
tu ce and a few nu ts. 
The leaves are 
eateu as greens or fried mu ch in the 
sam e m anner as eggplant, while the 
fru it is eateu either raw or cooked. 
Dr. Landone declares the diet con­ 
tains everything which is needed to 
enable a man to work eighteen hou rs a 
day. 
He disclaims being a food fad­ 
dist and says he has no sym pathy w ith 
those who declare that this or that 
kind of food shou ld never be eaten, 
lie frankly admits that he wou ld not 
care to confine himself to cactu s the 
rest of his days, bu t says that he has 
little dou bt he wou ld be no worse off 
were he compelled to do so. 
“ I am attem pting to prove,” he said, 
“that the body and brain cau do more 
thau the u su al am ou nt of work if 
enou gh of the organic salts are taken 
into the system. 
These foods prevent 
the destru ction of the tissu es and neu ­ 
tralize the fatigu e poisons produ ced 
by activity. 
“Take cactu s, lettu ce, celery, spinach 
and asparagu s If you do not wish to 
become tired ou t by an ordinary day’s 
work. 
Meats, nu ts, cereals, beans and 
peas help to repair wasted tissu es and 
are of valu e as foods, bu t the scientific 
man aiu l woman learns that the best 
way is to preserve the body as far as 
possible, so that as little repair as 
possible becomes necessary. 
It is the 
simple application of the old axiom, 
‘An ou nce of prevention Is worth a 
pou nd of cu re.’ ” 
Dr. Landone and his assistants ex­ 
pect to have several others Join them. 
Dr. F. M. Dou d, who is interested with 
I)r. Landone in exploiting Urofessor 
Bu rbank’s thornless cactu s, pu rposes 
to go on a strict diet of this plant, 
elim inating even 
the celery, lettu ce 
and nu ts. 
Dr. Landone took his last ordinary 
meal on a Friday at noon. lie worked 
all afternoon and dined in the evening 
on cactu s leaves and lettu ce and work- 
ed on till 2 o’clock the next Satu rday 
morning. lie was u p again at G:40 and 
at work till 11, when he breakfasted 
on a little cactu s, half of a cassava and 
a few stalks of celery. lie worked till 
C In the evening and then ate a dinner 
of fried cactu s loaves and a dozen 
pecan nu ts. 
Work was promptly re­ 
su med and continu ed till 1:30* when 
fou r hou rs’ rest was taken. 
Then be­ 
gan another strenu ou s day, with wrlt- 
ing. dictation ami appointm ents and 
only cactu s and pecans for the Su nday 
dinner. lie Is u sing the ordinary cac­ 
tu s. 
“ If we cou ld afford to cat thornless 
cactu s altogether du ring the next two 
weeks we shou hf not w ant any celery 
or lettu ce,” said the doctor, with a 
smile, “the Bu rbank produ ction is so 
mu ch more nu tritive as to leaf and de­ 
liciou s as to fru it that it wou ld be sa t­ 
isfying in itself, bu t the present com­ 
mercial valu e of one leaf of the thorn­ 
less cactu s at this time is $ 50Q; hence 
It Is plainly to be seen the diet is a 
little ‘rich for the blood* of anybody 
except an octopu s. 
In a year or so 
thornless cactu s will have come iu to 
its own and will be qu ite as common 
au article of food as the banana, the 
eggplant or celery is today.”
